REPORT ON ITS WORKINGS.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—The Civil- 
Service Commission today gave out 
the following statement as to the work- 
ings of the recently-established regu- 
lations for the appointment of labor- 
ers in ts: 

“Regulations to govern the appoint- 
ment of unclassified laborers in the de- 
partments, in accordance with the 
President's order of July 3, 1902, have 
been, adopted for four departments as 
well as for the Smithsonian Institution 
and the Government Printing Office. 

“Officers charged with the execution 
of the system agree that it affords re- 
wef from important appointments 
based on other considerations than the 
needs of the servite. In determining 
relative fitness of appointments, phy- 
sical qualifications are probably the 
most important. Physicians of the 
force of the commission rate each ap- 
plicant on his physical condition. An- 
other element affecting the general 
rating of applicants is education and 
adaptability. 

“The Treasury Department is one of 
those in which the system has been 
longest established. Its register es- 
tablished on March 5, was headed by 
six eligibles entitled to preference by 
reason of their military or naval serv- 
ice of whom five have already been 
appointed. The twenty-four eligibies 
next in line have general averages 
running from 95 to 93.80 per cent. On 
physical condition they are rated 98, 
and only four of them are over 40 


years of age. These are followed by 

sixty, the lowest having a general av- 

erage of 91.10 and all having 4 rating 

of 9% on physical condition. Only nine 

of these sixty are over #@ years of 

age. The entire register contains 220 
of persons with a general av- 
of 70 or more.”

PEKING, April 5.—{By Asiatic 
ble] The report receivéd here that 
the action of the United States in in- 
creasing her Asiatic squadron on ac- 
count of “alarming reports on the sit- 
vation in China exciies surprise in 
Peking. Such reports were not sent 
by the United States or British lega- 
tions, which possess good facilities for 
judging the situation in China. The 
only disturbances considered serious 
are those in the Kwang-si Province, the 
southera province of China, bordering 
Tonkin, where 190,000 rebels are said 
to be under arms, which were never 
directed against foreigners. 

The * reports regarding Gen, 
Tung Fuh Siang, the Boxer leader, and 
Prince Tuan, the exiled anti-foreigner, 
who are at the head of the insurgent 
forces in the northwestern province of 
Kansu, are reassuring. The govern- 
ment claims to have come ton under- 
standing with them whereby they are 
to agree to refrain from hostilities, It 
is believed that the government is sup- 
piying them with tunds on condition 
that they remain quiet. 

The officiais promise the foreign 
ministers that the indemnity bonds 
will soon be signed. The officiais ap- 
parentiy have that it wuil 
be impossibie to obtain ay concession 
in the terms of tbe 
that formality is raj . 

The Dowagef Empress and the court 
started today on their journey to the 
western tombs. They will be absent 
from Peking eighteen days. Other 
trains will carry most of the high or- 
ficials in Peking and the court's entire 
household of eunuchs and concubines.

AN PEDRO SITUATION. 

The labor situation in San Pedro 
may be summed up, briefly, about as 
follows: “Boss” Craig and his gang 
‘have been making a strenuous effort 
to convinee the union workers in the 
lumber yards that they have griev- 
ances, and ought to go on a strike. 
The men refuse to see the matter in 
that light, and, though ordered by 
Craig and his pals to quit their jobs, 
they have flatly refused to do 80. 
Gompers was appealed to by Craig, et 
al. He has sent the notorious Andrew 
Furuseth of San Francisco, strike pro- 
moter and strife-fomenter, to San Pe- 
dro for the purpose of “adjusting” 
difficulties which have no existence 
except in the diseased brains of Craig 
and his vagabond coterie. Furuseth 
is by this time on the ground. It re- 
mains to be seen whether he will be 
able to force these men (who, to their 
credit, apparently desire to work, and 
to be let alone,) to throw up their jobs 
and ally themselves with idleness 
(and probable lawlessness.) 

Thus the sitmation stands at the hour 
of going to — Whether the coun- 
try will be saved, or will go to rack 
and ruin, depends in a measure upon 
the good sense, cr otherwise, of the 
unionists whose course Boss Craig is 
endeavoring to dictate (assisted by 
Furuseth, of unsavory renown.) If 
the members of the lumbes-shovers’ 
union continue to exercise the brand 
of horse- sense which they have thus 
far exercised in this uncalled-for con- 
troversy. they will give to both Craig 
and Furuseth the “marble heart,” and 
will continue to hold down their steady 
jobs. If they permit themselves to be 
led astray by these drones in the in- 
dustrial hive, they will quit their good 
positions, and will have the dubious 
satisfaction of seeing other men take 
their places. 

And there you are. 


Says the Indianapolis News: “The 
first wireless newspaper has been es- 
tablished on Catalina Island, off the 
coast of California.

HENRY W. CORBETT. 


THE END OF A MOST WORTHY 


AND USEFUL LIFE. i 
(BPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
Henry Winslow Corbett, who died at 
Portland. Or., on Tuesday last, after a 
residence of fifty-two years in that 
city, was a man of no ordinary ca- 
pacity. He was in every sense of the 
word a masterful man, reaping a 
hdndsome fortune by none but the 
purest and meet upright methods and 
at the same time, helping scores of 
others to achieve cardinal success in a 
less degree. Scores of men have ac- 
cumulated large fortunes hy oppres- 
sion and many have done fo by a 
superiative self-denial that amounted 
to downright avarice, while a third 
class of millionaires owe their ris» 
from obscurity to absolute crookedness. 
This man died more than six -times 
a millionaire, and yet could not be in- 
clude@ in any one of those three 
classes. 

Mr. Corbett was born in Westbor- 
ough, Mass., where his father was a 
small manufacturer of chisels and 
other edged tools, on the 18th of Feb- 
ruary, 1%27. He came from good old 
fighting stock in the early colonial 
days, his ancestors tracing back to 
Roger Corbett, in Engiand, who 
achieved military distinction in the 
reien of William 1, He was quite a 
smal! boy when his parents removed 
to the neighborhood of Lansingbrugh, 
N. V. At 12 he went to the CamPridge 
Academy, where he kept up his end 
with boys two and threes years his 
senior. At 16 he had been through the 
academic course and entered a small 
country store the stock of which in- 


, 


cluded the traditional trace-chain and 
goose-voke, but 18 saw him hard at 
work in a dry goods sicore in New 
York. He was not quite 4 years of age 
when he conceived the idea of coming 
to the Pacific Coast. He had no great 
amount of money, to be sure, but his 
recommendations were first-class, and 
enabled him to ship a goodly lot of as 
sorted merchandise around the Horn 


journey across the Isthmus and ar- 
rived there in time to have a commo- 
dious little store hwilt at the cogner 
of Oak and Front streets, and all 
ready for the reception of his jcois 
when they arrived. 

Those were the days of ,‘subtraction 
and silence’. as the new fround rules 
in modern arithmetic say. In 1850 a New 
York firm (Benedict & Rockwell) sent 
out a man named Henry Gaylord with 
three invoices of goods aggregating a 
value of $36.000. He aimed that 
they were ail destroyed in the great 
May fire of 1851, and they never got a 
dollar out of him, although he walked 
up and down Montgomery street for 
ten vears afterward, clad in the finest 
broadcloth and always with plenty of 
cash for purposes of pleasure. A man 
named Denison was sent out by a 
firm in New Haven. Ct., with a $25. 
consignment of carrieges, bugs\®. 
harness. etc. He claimed to have sold 
none of the property in question, it 
having been destroyed by fire on the 
third day after landing, yet he dressed 
handsomely and lived at the Oriental 
Hotel till the day of his death. These 
were only two out of handreds of cases 
where young men, entrusted with valu- 
able consignments, had either squan- 
dered the proceeds in dissipation or 
concealed suceesefully the money 
which rightly belonged to the consign- 
ors. As a shining contrast to such 
sorry examples as these, let us see 
what Henry W. Corbett did. 

By the terms of the agreement made 
with hie consignors, before leaving 
New York, he was to be allowed to 
deduct his passage money and $75 per 
month for his time until his goods 
were loaded and the store opened; also 
the freight money incidental to the 
shipment and expense of the butiding. 
The profit was then t be equally - 
vided between his two backers and 
himself. If the goods were not all sold

expense account added. The same con- 
Sstancy and fidelity to principle he 
showed in this early transaction was 
exemplified in every subsequent act 
of his busy and eventful life. 

Before returning to Oregon, Mr. Cor- 
bett married Miss Caroline Jagger of 
Albany, N. V., some time in 1853. The 
young couple took up their residence 
on the verge of what was then a dense 
wood, at the corner of Fifth and Yam- 
hill streets, in a little cottage, long 
since moved away to make room for 
the palatial home where he breathed 
his last. By her he had two sons, 
Henry J. and Hamilton F. Corbett, 
their ages being about four years apart. 
Mrs. Corbett died when the younger 
son was less than 2 years old, from a 
pulmonary affection, the seeds of which 
she had transmitted to beth her chil- 
dren. Hamilton died at the age of 24, 
but Henry lingered on till he was 38, 
having entered the First National Rank 
and, after a severe preparatory disci- 
pline, risen to the responsible post of 
cashier. In 1867, just before he took his 
seat in the “American House of Lords,” 
Senator Corbett made a second mar- 
ringe, this time with Miss Emma Rug- 
gies of Worcester, Mass., who has sur- 
vived him. 

From 1850 to 1866, the old California 
Stage Company had controlled the poll- 
ties of this State quite as much as the 
railway octopus now does. In 1861 their 
lines were extended from Yreka to 
Salem, Or., connecting at the latter 
place with the river steamers for Port- 
land and points further north. In 
1866, the concern got into bad shape 
and Frank 8. Stevens, who had = ac- 
ouired the largest interest in ft by 
marriage with Mra. Julia Berch, widow 
of the first president of the company, 
concluded to sell out the whole affair. 
He sold all the lines south of Marys 
ville to Louls McLane of Wells, Fargo 
& Co, and all between there and Salem, 
Or, to a eompany in which Mr. Cor- 
bett was the largest stockholder. 

In June of that year Mr. Corbett, 
who had been a delegate to the conven- 
tion which fominated Abraham Lincoln 
for the Presidency in 1860, was solicited 
to become a candidate for United States 
Senator, but declined on the ground of 
too much private business: and again, 
he was engaged in the transportation 
of the United States mails, a bust- 
ness In which. under the law. no Sena- 
tor nor Congressman could be pecun- 
larily interested. When the Legisia- 
ture met there came a deadlock de- 
tween Addison C. Gibbs, ex-Governor 


of the State; George L. Woods, then 
| Governor, and David Logan. the lead- 


ing criminal lawyer of the State. The 
day before adjournment Mr. Corbett 
was solicited to let his name be used 
and sold out his stage line to a syn- 
dicate composed of Jesse D. Carr and 
A. 0. Thoms of California: and his 
brother, Elisha Corbett. of Oregon. 
That night, t name of H. W. Corbett 
was sprung ada compromise man, and 
he was elected on the very next ballot. 

Of his career in the Senate, this 
much can be ald with truth—he was 
as diligent and watchful a man as ever 
sat In that bedy. His speeches were 
few, but always pointed and vigorous. 
He was chairman of the Committee on 
the District of Columbia and a mem- 
ber of the several committees on In- 
dian Affairs, Commerce and Naviga- 
tion and the Currency. He was a most 
earnest advocate of funding the public 
debt of the nation and proved himself 
the herdest kind of a worker in the 
legislation that led up to the found- 
ing of the Northern Pacific Railroad. 
He was succeeded in 1873 by John H. 
Mitchel! and had since devoted himself 
to private affairs and the management 
of his splendid properties in his adopied 
State. 

In 1°83, when Henry Villard became 
bankrupt. the affairs of the Oregon 
Ralliway and Navigation Co. were in 
very bad shape. A local board of di- 
rectors was organized with Mr. Cor- 
bett as chairman. His shrewd finan- 
al sense soon vindicated the wis- 
dom of his selection and the next 
year saw those lines more prosperous 
than ever. When Villard went to the 
wall. he left among other things, the 
granite foundation of an immense ho- 
tel coverin@ an entire block. Having 
extricated the 0. R. & N. Co. from its 
difficulties, Mr. Corbett next set about 
the completion of the Portland Hotel. 
and in 1888 it was thrown open to the 
public, the finest hostelry north of 
San Francisco and one of the best 
maintained houses in all America. He 
also built a six-story office bullding 
which he named the Cambridge after 
the little town where he met his first 
wife; and when it was completed, he 
began the erection of a still larger 
edifice called the Worcester. In honor 


of the birthplace of the kindly-faced 


and genial lady who now survives Ore- 
gon's Firet Citizen. 

Was he a great man? Well, he cer- 
tainly was great in many things and 


a tzood man in all things: and we are 


living in an era when we should have 
more good men among us if there were 
fewer who aim to be called great. He 
organized the first home for indigent 
ehticren ever founded in that S* ite 
reading the list with a bequest ot 
$10,000. There was no half-way char- 
ity about him. If any proposition had 
merit on its side, it was worth enc our- 
aging substantially. He leavers be- 
hind him (the contents of his will 1 
do not know) an estate of about six 
millions and could have as easily let 
twice that amount Sad he been as 
grasping nd avaricious «= one or 
two of his contemporaries that I could 
name. His charity was of the bro id- 
gauge sort, on all occasions. I walked 
down town with him one morning and 
told him about a distressing case 


that had come into my immedi 
to Portland. Or., while he made the | * ediate no- 


tice. A little messenger boy had 
died and even at his young age he 
was the bread winner of a widowed 
mother and two sisters. 

“Come in and see me after 3 o'clock,” 
was all Mr. Corbett said, and we 
parted company shortly afterward. 
When I went into the bank that after- 
noon, he called me into the president's 
room and gave me $50 in cash: an order 
on a local market for $10; on a dry- 
goods store for $20, and on a grocery 


| Store for $20 more, making $100. in all. 


I thanked him profusely, but he waved 
his hand gently. and said: ‘That's 
what you'll have to do when you get 
rich.” Of late years his charity was 
too often bestowed upon undeserving 
recipients, but he had not the time to 
look into all the details of a case. It 
was enough for him to know that a 
man or women was in want, and with 
a true Christian spirit he kept the left 
hand in blissful ignorance of the bene- 
fite conferred by the right. 

No country ever boasted the pres- 
ence of a more public-spirited citizen. 
He was for everything conducive to 
the welfare of his adopted State. And 
when you reflect that of all his vast 
wealth, not one single dollar was 
gained by chicanery on the one hand 
or oppression on the other, his success 
in the great battle which we cali life 
is the more to be wondered at and 
admired. His life is an open book for 
the youth of Oregon to “read, mark. 
learn and inwardly digest; nor could 
a stronger sermon be preached from 
any pulpit on the subject of individual 
integrity. He believed in giving to 
each his right and weighing out six- 
teen ouncés to the pound in all the 
manifold transactions of his busy life. 
He was calm and deliberate in every- 
thing and his aim never went wide of 
the mark. 

It was some time in 1869 that he and 
the late Henry Falbig organized = the 
Firet National Bank of Portland, the 
great firfuncial heert of that busy and 
progressive city. Its annual balance 
sheets showed that there were cool 


‘hands and clear heads at its helm.

those two masters of finance were pre- 


aggregating something in excess of 


$1,200,000 was. received by their Dank 


on the morning of that Diack and 
gloomy September day; and they not 
only succeséfuily stood the run them- 
selves, but helped to tide several other 
banks over what seemed to be an m- 
evitable calamity. Through all that 
trying emergency, these two masterly 
men kept the same undistarbed front 
and beheld their bark sat) once more 
into calm and unruffled waters. 

Caesar's boast was “I found Rome 
mud and left itt marble.” This man 
could have said the same thing of Port- 
land without the slightest approach to 
egotism. His masterful band is seen 
everywhere in the splendid edi- 
fices which adorn the principal streets 
of that restless and energetic young 
city. In ever direction can be seen 
evidences of his just claims to leader- 
ship, Several years ago, the Willamette 
Iron Works, founded in 1880 by A. . 
Halloch and for a long time the largest 
foundry north of San Francisco, got into 
trouble and costly litigation; and it 
looked as if the whole concern would 
be swallowed up in legal controversy. 
Mr. Corbett quietly bought out one 
owner after another till he owned the 
whole outfit, which he placed in charge 
of a nephew lately arrived from the 
East, who was a practical mechanic, 
and there it was that most of the 
structural steel werk for his buildings 
was done. In fact, there is not a suc- 
cessful industry in the city of Portland 
that is not more or less indebted to 
him for its success. 

He was, indeed a versatile man-—so 
many-sided that nothing human seemed 
alien to him. Whether you regard him 
as a successful mefchant, a prominent 
banker, or manufacturer paying out 
big money every Saturday night to the 
familieg of his operatives, or a .soctal 
leader, in beauty circles proudly 
gay.” he was always at the top. And 
what was the underlying cause of this 
supremacy in all that he undertook? 
Nothing but a sympathetic nature, 
coupled with good native shrewd- 
nees. It is sympathy with a cause 
that calls into action the severest en- 
ergies of the man who lends his efforts 
to become a leader of that cause. 

Twice he sought a reélection to the 
United States Senate, and on dSoth oc- 
casions, failed. The truth is that he 
‘was pitted against the smartest politi- 
clan (John H. Mitchell) that ever saw 
the Pacific Coast; and his failure to 
reach the goal of his ambition may be 
ascribed not so much to any ability on 
Mr. Mitchell's part as to the work of 
the widespread gang of mercenary pol- 
iticlans whom Mitchell has always had 
at his back. In everything outside of 
his Senatorial gspirations, Henry W. 
Corbett was the most successful of Ore- 
gon's adopted sons; and his name will be 
a beloved memory with the people of 
Portiand when all of his detractors 
shall have passed into merited oblivion. 

So we come to the brink of the 
shadow river, and part company with 
one whose death terminates @ cher- 
ished friendship of nearly forty years. 
So, kind and honored friend and 
sagacious counsellor, we leave thee to 
the ever-equal grave. As in life no 
face beamed with more cordial sym- 
pathy nor deeper commiseration for the 
frailties of poor humanity, se in death 
its kindly light will live in memory as 
long as honesty of purpose and recti- 
tude in the daily walks of life shall be 
deemed the crucial test of an earnest 
manhood. Henry Corbett's influence 
was not confined to finance or com- 
merce, either. He extended widely into 
the private lives of others. I know 
of one man, whom he saved from the 
slavery of gambling, and two more that 
he redeemed from the curse of drink. 
None but a masterly.man could have 
achieved this. 


We go to theaters to see tragedies, 
but it is a delusion and a snare, for 
we have them in our daily lives. Mr. 
Corbett had his. He tolled and labored 
with hand and brain to heap up wealth 
for his two sons, and lived to see them 
both carried off by the same disease 
which had ended their loving mother’s 
life. For the four wears that I edited 
the Sunday edition of the Oregonian, 
there was never a Saturday night that 
Hamilton Corbett did not come and sit 
alongside of me from & to 11. to enjoy 
a quiet pipe and a yarn. He went 
down, some time in 1884, to a health 
resort near Healdsburg. in 
county, and there he died. Henry, the 
elder brother, was a man of strong 
character and brimfull of energy. He 
died at Colorado Springs, likewise from 
consumption, some time in 1896. and 
had been dead several months before 
I heard of it. He inherited his fath- 
ers boundless energy)\and fine business 
ability, while Hamill inherited his 
gentle manner and amiability of tem- 
per, but it took both of them to make 
up that self-poised character which 
now lies prone beneath the sed of the 
land he loved. and in sight of the peo- 
ple he served. ey may erect 6 
monument over him, as tall as Mt.

The new inspec- 
tor, A. W. Simpson, divides the terri- 
tory with M. F. Drumm. The former 
has charge of all lands lying north of 
the Oso Fiaco,, including Oceano, Ar- 
oo Grande, Edna and San Luis 
Obispo districts, while the latter takes 
in the Bonetti tract, Lompoc and Surf. 
The officials of the factory anticipate 
the finest crop this year that has ever 
been grown in the valley. The acreage 
outside of what the company farms it- 
eelf is more than quadruple what it 
was last year, showing the industry to 
be the most profitable of all others for 
the farmer. It is expected that if the 
present rate of increase continuer next 
Season the factory officials will be 
obliged to double the capacity of the

The March te Calvary. 

Christ Episcopal Church was packed 
to the doors yesterday morning when 
the rector, Rev. Dr. George ‘rchomas 
Dowling, preached on the above topic. 
He said: 

“I desire to note two striking fea- 
tures connected with this opening day 
of Holy Week. To the multitude 
casting branches in the way, amid 
shouting of hosannas, it seemed a long- 
looked-for day of trilmph. And thus, 
from such a standpoint, this has a 
ways been regarded as the gladdst 
day between Ash Wednesday and 
faster. That thought is represented 
by the palms, of victory which are 
spanning our’ altar. 

“But that other thought, as it ap- 
peared to Him who looked below the 
surface, is what | want especially to 
emphasize this morning. To Jesus 
Christ this was a day of infinite sad- 
ness; for He knew that now began that 
march of closing eventa which should 
culminate in the great sacrifice. H 
knew that for a nation, and for the in 
dividuals in that nation who were re- 
sponsible for His rejection, there was 
how to be sounded the Knell of de- 
parting opportunity. This it is that 
makes this day so solemn; and this it 
is which is typified by the sombre 
drapery which, like the skeleton that in 
Olden days they were accustomed to 
seat at the head of the table, at some 
great feast, hangs amid our palms of 
victory, upon our chancel walls. 

“Notice in the events of Palm Sun- 


two thoughts. Early in the morning 
Jesus had started on foot with some 
of His disciples from Bethany. Send- 
ing two of them forward, He had pre- 
pared for Him an a*s upon which He 
should ride into the city, that the 
prophecy of Zechariah might be ful- 
filled: ‘Rejoice greatly, 0 daughter of 
Zion; shout, O daughter of Jerusalem: 
behold, thy King cometh unto thee: He 
is meek, and Paving salvation; lowly. 
and riding upon an ass, and upon a 
colt the foal of an aga." Then, the peo- 
ple. seized with one common impulse 
cast their garments in His th, and, 
cutting down branches, strewed them 
in His way. Quietly He moved for- 
ward, surrounded by thie excited mul- 
titude, until they came to a spur on 
the hillside which overlooks the sacred 
city. Then, halting there, in the very 
midst of this triumphal march, Jesus 
burst into violent weeping, and cried 
out, while the wondering crowds looked 
on and knew not what to do or say, 
‘If theu hadst known, even thou, at 
least in this thy day. the things that 
belong unto they peace! But now they 
are hid from thine eyes! For the days 
shall come upon thee that thine ene- 
mies shall cast a trench about thee, 
and compass thee round, and keep thee 
in on every side, and shall lay thee 
even with the ground, and thy chil- 
dren within thee; and they shall not 
leave within thee one stone upon an- 
other, because thou knewest not the 
time of thy visitation.” Jerusalem had 
received its last invitation; it had com- 
mitted the unpardonable sin: that 
which He referred to only a few days 
later, when passing out from the Tem- 
ple. He cried, 0 Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that stonest the prophets and 
Klllest them that are sent unto thee, 
how often would I have gathered thee 
as a hen gathereth her chickens under 
her wings, and ye would not. Behold, 
your house is left unto you desolate.’

Wilkins took for his subject, “The 
| Shadew of the Cross, choosing for a 
text, firet epistl«e St. John, iil, 1 


“Hereby perceive we the love ef Ged, 
because He inid down iis life for us.” 
He suid, in part: 

“The firet impression that ene gets 
as he looks out mon life is that it is 
the law of nature that the weaker 
whould be sacrificed to the stronger. It 
ie M prevalent conception of life, one 
| that has been wrought Into the scien- 
Une formula-—‘struggie fur existence, 
the survival of the fittest.” Life ap- 
pears to be a siruggle in which the 
weakest are either crowded to the 
wall and destroyed, or live only as 
they are sacrificed to that which Is 
higher. in the whole realm of natural 
life, the weaker, the poorer, the f ler, 
the lower, i# sacrificed for the higher, 
the stronger, the richer. it Is not 
strange, therefore, that this natural 
concepiion of life was wrought out 
in all the earlier stages of society. 
Thus, subjects brought gits to the 
King; pleaders brought gifts to the 
Judge the church brought its service 
and homage to the priest. The lower 
gave gifts to the higher: the lower 
was sacrificed to the higher. 

“Now, Christianity brings a message 

that, at first sight, seems to be rad- 
ically inconsistent wlth this. Chris- 
tianity says the weak are not to be 
sacrificed to the strong, but the strong 
are to encrifice to the weak; the poor 
are not to be sacrificed to the rich, 
but the rich are to sacrifice them- 
selves to the poor: not the ignorant 
to the wise. but the wise te bear the 
Wurden of the ignorant. Though all 
of life, the hither are to serve the 
lower. 80 Christ interprets this law 
to His @isciples. ‘Whose will be chief 
among you, let bim be your servant, 
even as the Son of Man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to meister, 
and give His life a ransom for many.” 
Life is like a body of men @imbing 
up the surface of a precipice, and in 
paganism every man puts his foot on 
the shoulder of the man below him and 
climbs up. and the weak stay at the 
bottom. but In Christianity every man 
that gets the vantage ground a little 
above hie fellow, reaches down and 
takes hold of his brother below and 
helps him up. Both make for progress, 
but the Christian law of service—serv- 
ice for the weak by the strong—makes 
for larger and better progress than the 
struggle and the survival of the fit- 
test. 
“One of the greatest {triumphs of 
Christianity is that it has gradually 
wrought out this revolution in human 
thought and life. We no longer con- 
sider the people me fervants of the 
| King: we eay, the President tq the ser- 
, vant of the people. And the) problem 
| today 22 the government of the 
machine ind by the machine and for 
the machine, on the one side, and the 
government of the people. by the peo- 
ple and for the people, on the other, 
is the struggle between paganiam and 
Christianity. It is a struggle between 
the old. false conception of govern- 
ment, that the strong are to reap the 
benefit and the many are to be the 
servants, and the modern and Chris- 
tian conception that the many are to 
get the benefit and the few who seem 
to be at the top are to confer It. 

“Now we all recognise thie as good 
ethics, but I want to show you that it 
ie good theology also. The old concep- 
tion was that the only way to serve 
God was to offer sacrifices to Him. The 
people were poor, feeble, ignorant, un- 
worthy: God was the great Sovereign; 
God was the eat Judge; God was the 
great, grand, noble One; and. these 
poor, ignorant ones must come and of- 
fer sacrifices to Him just as they came 
with gifts to their king, as serfs te 
their Lord. And that notion has 80 
wrought itself into theology, that men 
imeaine that Christ died as a gift te 
God, to appease the wrath of God. 
We were not rich enough to give the 
gift. our lives were not holy enough, 
so this exceptionally holy life was put 
upon earth that there might be a 
worthy something that could be given. 
But do you not see that this e turn- 
ing Christtentty upside down” The law 
thet the etrong shall serve the weak, 
and the rich shall serte the poor. and 
the wise shall serve the ignorant, is the 
divine law, and ause God i the 
greatest of all. and the richest of all 
and the wisest of all, therefore, He 
ie the servant of all. The sacrifice 
of Jesus Christ ts not a Serie which 
man makes unto God, or which one 
God makes unto another God. or which 
God with one hand makes to God's 
other hand, or which one aspect of God 
makes to another saepect of God. 
is not a sacrifice to God at all. 
an sacrifice be God to men. it 
is the rich one bringing hie wealth to 
the poor: the wise one bringing His 
wisdom to the ignorant: the strong one 
bringing his etreneth to the weak. and 
the living one bringing his te to the 
dead. 

“If IT could int the shadow of the 
cross. 1 would not paint it with a 
wearted man hanging upon it. the 
shadow the token of hie weortness on 
the wall. Hove you hot seen the mother 
with her arms outstretched, and the 
Uttie child. seeing them. run quickly 
to her. that the mother’s outstretched 
arms might clasn him ta her berom?

The 
Vesiments of priest and choir, the re- 
curring melody of solemn chant. the 
unity of movement, the manifestation 
of bodily reverence, the lighted altar 
in the churches where canJies are used, 
the hearty responses which surge up 
from the congregation: all these con- 
spire to impress the stranger with the 
fact that our worship is vastly After 
ent from the worship of the Protestant 
churches, and is much more like the 
worship of the Greek church or the 
Roman church. This ie very natural 
and very true.” for these churches 
sprung from the same commen stock, 
and have, at least, in external worship, 
largely preserved their common Iike- 
ness, as three alsters of the same fam- 
ily naturally would. But our worship 
was no more patterned after Rome 
than that of home was patterned after 
ns. The similarity of worship between 
the three churches ie because of a 
common Catholic origin. Let me re- 
mind you that at the Reformation the 
Anglican church did not adopt any ex- 
tensive ritual chagge. The services 
continued after the Reformation as 
they had been carried on before. 
“Wherever Almighty God has pre- 
scribed public worship it always has 
been with stately dignity and ceremo- 
nial. The worship of the Jewish 
church, every minute detail of which 
was ordered by God, was largely cere- 
mouial and mest impressively ritual- 
istic. It is exceeded only by the wor- 
him which is now going on in heaven, 
that glorious ritual worship which we 
read of in the Apocalypse. It would be 
very unreasonable to suppose that the 
type of worship which was pleasing 
te God. when He prescribed certain 
things to His servant, Moses, and the 
type of worship which ls now offered 
Him by cherubim and seraphim, angel 
and archangel, is displeasing to Him 
when offered by His humble Christian 
servants, who are now on earth. In- 
deed, the inference would de the other 
way. At the same time worship to be 
acceptable to Ged must be intelligent 
ard comprehensible to him who is of- 
fering it. We need never fear but that 
God will comprehend it all right. But 
it must be primarily intelligible to the 
worshiper. Hence two things in our 
Anglican worship: It is in a language 
understood by the people, so that all 
may take intelligent part, and it 
ie susceptible of a i wide Va- 
riety of ritual usages and customs 


ditions of ecclesiastical development. 
The ritual of a stately church like St. 
Mary the Virgin, New York. with a 
large body of highly instructed Cath- 
olic churchmen, would naturally be dif- 
ferent from the ritual of a little village 
church. The man whe attempts to fit 
a big ritual Into a littl church of 
faithful, Sut uninstructed churchmen 
is guilty of the error of non-diecern- 
ment of proportiona, or is blind to the 
éternal fitness of things. The church 
is tolerant of a wide margin of ritua! 
enormities and ritual delinquencies. 
When these extremes get to throwing 
stones at each other the only ones they 
hit are those who occupy middie 
ground between them, like St. John's, 
Los Angeles, for instance. We have 
ben hit on both sides, by the witra- 
ritualist on one side, and the anti- 
ritualist on the other. But we do not 
mind. 

80 long as our worship is sincere, @o 
long will it be acceptable to God. 
whether it be with gorgeous r'tual and 
ceremony or without it. Sincerity lies 
at the root of acceptable worship, but 
insincerity God abominates.”
